W ashington, Oct. 5.—Close harm ony 
between P resident H oover and P rim e 
M inister M acDonald as to the objects 
of their inform al friendship conversa­ 
tions w as revealed here today. 
Both are now known to feel th ere 
can be no possibility of an Anglo- 
A m erican alliance. 
P resident H oover 
i-' firmly resolved to adhere to the 
traditional policy of no entangling al­ 
liances. 
M acDonald said in his first 
utterance here such alliances belong 
to the old order of things. 
Both governm ents desire to em pha­ 
size this point repeatedly and 
m ost 
em phatically because of the strong 
feeling m anifest in F ran ce th a t an 
entente 
injurious 
to 
her 
is 
being 
hatched during the M acDonald peace 
m ission. 
The first real opportunity for the 
spokesm en of the tw o world pow ers 
to settle down for free discussion w as 
provided by today’s schedule 
for 
a 
week-end at the 
H oover 
m ountain 
cam p a hundred m iles away. 
P resi­ 
dent H oover w as anxious to tak e his 
guest there where, surrounded by the 
’ im pressive silence between E ngland 
and A m erica which both are seeking 
to strengthen. 
There is a certain vagueness as to 
w hat is intended to prom ote this end 
A lm ost every subject thai, W ashington 
can think of has been ruled out of 
the discussions according to au th o ri­ 
tative inform ation here. 
These elim ­ 
inated subjects include details of the 
naval agreem ent though not general 
questions of naval disarm am ent, the 
world court, the League of N ations, 
tariff difficulties w ith foreign nations, 
w ar debts and the I ’m 
Alone 
case 
pending w ith C anada as a result of 
th e sinking of a C anadian ship by 
A m erican coast guardsm en. 
B ut there is no expectation of any 
definite agreem ents being announced. 
The chief purpose, it appears, is to 
talk over these questions so th a t each 
m ay get the o th er’s viewpoint. 
“W hat we w ant, and I believe w hat 
your people have shown 
th a t 
you 
w ant,” M acDonald told the press, "is 
ju st understanding, and if I m ight ap­ 
peal to the A m erican press, I should 
appeal to them in this 
way. 
You 
have a trem endous power 
in 
your 
han d s to Remove m isunderstanding. 
All th a t I put in a plea for is th a t 
disagreem ent is never aggravated by 
m isunderstanding. 
The m ain purpose 
of my visit to W ashington a t the pres­ 
ent m om ent is th a t I am to try and 
m ake m isunderstanding impossible. 
“I would like to assure, I am here 
not as p arty leader a t all. 
I am here 
representing th e whole body of pub­ 
lic opinion in G reat B ritain. 
T heir 
desire for cordial friendship w ith your 
people is very g rea t and very 
pro­ 
found, and they 
are 
praying, 
they 
have been praying for weeks, since 
they knew* th a t this visit w as likely 
to take place, th a t a w ay m ight be 
found to bring them in h ea rt and in 
spirit closer and closer to your people 
here. 
“There is no idea of alliances, none 
w hatever. 
A m erica is blessed beyond 
w ords in occupying such a special po­ 
sition th a t she does not require to 
consider anything in the n atu re of an 
alliance. 
“Alliances belong, as I said in New 
York today, to the old order of diplo­ 
m acy." 
The program today w as

one. 
It included calls on Vice P resi­ 
dent Curtis, Chief Justice Taft, Speak­ 
er L ongw orth and S ecretary of State 
Stim son. 
The prem ier’s first day in the n a­ 
tional capitol w as cool and the skies 
w ere overcast. 
R ain w hich fell in ter­ 
m ittently for three days, had ceased. 
M acDonald, 
habitually

riser, was up at 6 A. M. and w aited 
two hours before break fast was serv­ 
ed. 
At the table w ere A m bassador 
and Lady H ow ard, Miss Ishbel and 
Sir R obert V ansittw ort, the prem ier's 
private secretary. 
A light eater, 
M acDonald 
b rea k ­ 
fasted on scram bled eggs, to ast and 
coffee. 
Shortly afte r 9 A. M. he appeared 
in front of the em bassy in form al 
m orning dress and posed for a group 
of photographers. 
He appeared to 
have spent a com fortable night and 
looked rested afte r his long trip across 
the A tlantic.

places indicate th a t the M ayas orig­ 
inally founded a civilization to the 
south of Y ucatan, but th a t they m i­ 
grated northw ard about 500 A. D. 
L indbergh will try to spot the old 
M aya cities, tak e th eir com pass bear­ 
ings and plot them on a m ap so land 
parties m ay be enabled to find them 
quickly. 
H e also will take photo­ 
graphs. 
H e hopes to find and trace 
broad highw ays know n to have con­ 
nected the principal M aya cities. 
The colonel’s interest in archeology 
dates back m ore th a n a year, when 
he located an abandoned M aya city 
in Y ucatan while flying to Cuba. 
He 
w as struck by the beauty of its build­ 
ings, and returned to the spot, flying 
over it several tim es.

Through his spokesmen at Geneva and London, the President 
has given new impulse to the discussions of naval limitation, con­ 
templating an eventual international agreement based upon a very 
careful appraisal of the many factors in defense and offense. 
In the early weeks of his administration, President Hoover 
established a Law Enforcement Board to study legal conditions in 
tile United States with view to finding means to alleviate crime, 
and perhaps ultimately to promote a more intelligent understand­ 
ing of the merits and demerits of prohibition. 
At a special session of Congress called by President Hoover 
a farm relief bill was adopted in approximately the' form desired 
by him; and the legislation now is being put into effect as rapidly 
as possible. 
A commission was named to survey the Nicaraguan Canal 
Project. 
Informal conversations are now being held with Prime Tutu 
ister Ramsay MacDonald of England.
